ALLEGED _ ASSAULT. 


The case in which James Joseph M‘Breen, 
a clerk, and George Blake, staff sergeant, 
were charged with assaulting the wife of 
the firat defendant, was resumed this after- 
noon. 

‘Mr Mossop, who appeared on behalf of 
the complainant, said that his cliont 
was Mrs James’ M‘Breen, wife of 
the first defendant, Abont nine months 
ago the: two had been married, and since 
then they. had lived most unhappily to- 
gether. ‘The first defendarit at the timo of 
the marringe was out of employment, and 
was fcr some time ontirely supported by 
complainant; about four months ago che 
obtained employment in, tho Commissariat, 
as a clerk, andfromthe time of his securing 
thia clerkehip- up to now, he had ceased to 
live with’ the complainant, umd ceased to 
allow her anything for her support, but 
had lived with the second defendant. 
Complainant had requested her husband to 
liye with her, but this he refused to do 
while in the house she then occupied. 
Accordingly rooms were taken ut the Blue 
Buildings. Defendant when asked to pay 
the rent by complainant, said he had not 
got the money. The two had gone to some 
Chinese friend and borrowed, the money. 
Defendant however had not used this money 
to pay the rent, and on the evening of, 
Sunday, the 7th, complainant had_ bitterly 
reproached him for appropriating. the 
money to his own uses. On the evening of 
that day defendant hadattacked her fiercely, 
struck her, knocked her down and jumped 
upon her, leaving some very severe marks 
on-her body. ‘She left the house in Rlue 


formerly occupied, to which place first 
defendant had gone and taken away a box 


money, by force. As his Worship had.sug- 
gested yesterday with a view to att arrange- 
ment, the box had been opened in the pre- 
sence of Mr Parker, when it was found that

THE NAVAL SORIPIURE READER.

: ‘Hongkong, 17th August, 1881. 
$1n,As T am about to leave the Colony 
for England, ‘will you allow. me to state, 
through the columns of your paper, what I 


have been doing these last three years ; for, 
iv seems, that I and my work are almost 


labour, and a few friends. 


Reuters’ Society, and am also attached to 
the Ariny Society, through that Society pay- 
ing half my salary. So, my work lies witl 
the Army as well as the Navy. 

J took passage ,from England in H.M.S. 
Tron Duke in 1878, a8 far -as Singapore, 
coming on to Hongkong in ‘one of Holt's 
line of steamers, ¥ _ 

I was first placed under the superintend 
ence of the late Colonial Chaplain (Rov. 
R. H. Kidd), with whom I lived until he 
died and was a witness of his happy death. 
Under him 1 visited the Government and 
Civil Hospital, and every Sunday morning 
conducted the service at the Gaol and some- 
times on the weckdays, besides doing my. 
duties on the ships and in Barracks. 

I was under the Revds. J. Henderson, 
and -C. G. Booth, in respect to, the Army, 
visiting the Barrack Rooms and.Married 
Quarters four times, a week. T did not 
visit the Meannee-under the former, but 
conducted the service on Sundays during 
the five weeks previous to the arrival of the 
latter minister, under whom I ‘have, since, 
regularly. visited. the Hospital Ship twice 
and somtimes three times a week. © 

Under the Revd, Mr Clark, in respecct' to 
the Navy, E visited the ships of the Fleet in 
the evenings and the Naval Hospital one 
morning in each week. 

So that’ my time was fully. occupied fore- 
noon, afternoon and evening. 

The late Revd, Mr Kidd’s death deprived 
me of my best friend, but.I found another
